WHITE COLLAR HEARINGS 

America's wnite collar workers are linnlly 
going to have a chance to speak their piece 
nbout wartime wages and prlce.s. The oppor- 
tunity will come this month in Washington, 
when the senate committee on wartime 
health and education holds henrlnga on the 
plight of these estimated 15.000.000 small- 
snlnry workers and small-Income pensioners. 

It Is high time that this was done. For too 
long the white collar worKer has been hope- 
lessly caught in llic middle ol the price and 
pay squabble,. like an undersized referee be- 
ing belabored by both principals of a heavy- 
weight prize fight. Certain congressmen, 
bacKcd by pressure groups, have forgotten 
him Sn riaWng lor an end ot price restilctlons 
on this commodity or that, and have cited 
Instead the boom prices In war Industrie."!. 
Certain business groups have wept over him 
In an effort to prove that labor's exorbitant 
demands have (trWeiv living coats upward. 
And certain government groups have perpet- 
uated the fiction of small, controlled, about- 
to-be-rolled-back price rises at the white col- 
lar worker's expense, In an effort to keep la- 
bor In Hue, 

White collardom's day in court should put 
an end to much of this pulling and hauling. 
And It can hardly fall to throw a little light 
Into some of the murky comora of our ota- 
blUzatlon program— which wouldn't be a bad 
Idea, either. 

Here Is the situation. Some white collar 
worKcrs. the senate committee's InvesllKtttors 
report, have actually received salary cuta 
since the "Little Steel" formula went Into ef- 
fect. This, It true, Is a despicable practice 
which should and doubtless will be corrected. 
But such cases form a meager minority. Mo-^t 
white collar tollers simply haven't had their 
pay raised, because the law won't allow tt. 
They are living, supporting their families, 
paying taxes at a January, 1044. level with 
September, 1942, money. And It Just doesn't 
worK. 

According to , bureau ot labor standards 
cost-of-living Indices, 11 ought to work. But 
the sad fact la that nobody believes much In 
those Indices any more except those who 
want to. The President's cost of living com- 
mittee and a C.I.O. study group have Investi- 
gated living costs, loo. Their llntlltiBs 'will 
probably be Included In the senate commit- 
tee's hearings, and It la already known that 
the discrepancy between their figures and 
those of the bureau of labor standards Is con- 
Rlderablo. 

If the coming hearings can collect a clear, 
dlaposslonate array of facts, and recommend 
some realistic legislation lo help white collar 
, workers live as well as their better organized 
brothers. It would be a great service to the 
entire country. For It would, at long last, 
lorce everybody — labor, business, congress, 
and the administration— to look at our do- 
mestic economy as It really is, and not as 
somebody would like it to be. , 

BREAKTHROUGH 

"I'm mighty glad the Russians arc on our 
side," says the man In the street, reading the 
headlines from western Ru&ala and eastern 
Poland. And so say we all. 

It looks 03 though the Red army may bo 
achieving that breakthrough which Is Its real 
goal but which hitherto, although the Ger- 
mans have been pushed back from live to 
seven hundred miles, never has come. Terri- 
tory is of minor Importance In this war. In- 
tegrated armies are all-Important. It the 
nazls really are cracking up In the Ukraine, 
they can hardly hope to rally short ol the 
Bug river. 

In order to avoid possible disappointment 
In future we should remember, however, that 
every mile stretches Soviet communication 
lines out longer and- brings the nozla closer 
to their source ol supply. As the fighting 
moves toward Berlin It Is bound to become 
tougher going, and slower.
